(see claim 8). Specific saccharides used as excipients are listed at claim 9. As such, 
those of ordinary skill would have expected similar therapeutic results from the use of 
the instant tiotropium composition given the claims of US'800. The instant invention 
would have therefore been obvious at the time of invention given the claims of US'800. .
